She further advised that the law requiring the 
Loyalty Oath was repealed and Professor CAUGHEY was 
reinstated. She stated that she knows of Professor 
CAUGHEY*s son-in-law, but stated that her association 
with the CAUGHEY*s has been limited since her husband 
retired, three years ago from the University. She 
stated that she did not feel qualified to comment on the 
relationship between JOHN CAUGHEY and his son-in-law.

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The UCLA "Daily Eruin", issue of September 3, 1950, 
page two, contained an article entitled "Regents Act to 
End Loyalty Oath". The article stated that among the 
non-signers of the Loyalty Oath, who must either sign or 
leave the University, xvas JOHN WALTON CAUGHEY, Professor 
of History. 


On November 7, I960, LA T-2 advised that the 
name of Dr. JOHN WALTON CAUGHEY, 240 Chadbourne Avenue 
appeared on an envelope containing copies of a petition 
to abolish the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

An article appeared in the "Daily People’s World" 
captioned, "Women to Discuss Freedom Votes". The article 
stated that Dr. JOHN WALTON CAUGHEY, History Professor, 
will be one of the speakers at the "Women for Legislative 
Action", (See appendix) Second Annual Conference, October 
18, 1£|53. The "Daily People's World", now known as the "People's 
'World", is a west coast communist paper. 

On September 6, 1958, an article appeared in the 
"People's World" captioned, "Un-Americans Stir Public Ire”. 

This article lists the names of numerous signers of the 
advertising itfhich appeared in the "Times" and the "Mirror" 
newspapers, which proclaimed their opposition to the abuses 
of the Un-American Activities Committee of Congress. 

Appearing among those names was Professor JOHN WALTON 
CAUGHEY. 


LA T-3 advised on May 13, 1959, that a meeting 
sponsored by the Powell-Schuman Defense Fund, (See appendix) 
would be held on May 17, 1959, and that Professor 
JOHN "WALTON CAUGHEY, a board member of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, would discuss "What Happened to McCarthyism?". 
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The files of LA T-^ and LA T-5, a municipal and 
county agency, respectively, which maintain information 
j concerning the Communist Party and some related activities 

in the Los Angeles area, were checked on July 29, 1963 , 
and July 27, 1963> respectively, and advised that their 
information is the same as above and therefore, it is not 
being set forth.. 

Confidential Informants, who are fairly familiar 
with some phases of the Communist Party and related activities 
in the Los Angeles area, had no information concerning the 
applicant.
